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JOHN  WILLIAMS 


The  100th  Birthday  Season  is  John 
Williams’s  sixth  as  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops.  In  January  1980  he  became 
the  nineteenth  conductor  of  the  Pops 
since  its  founding  in  1885.  Williams  was 
born  in  New  York  and  moved  to  Los 
Angeles  with  his  family  in  1948.  There  he 
attended  UCLA  and  studied  composition 
privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco.  After  service  in  the  Air  Force, 
Williams  returned  to  New  York  to  attend 
the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied 
piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne. 
While  in  New  York  he  also  worked  as  a 
jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and  on  record- 
ings. Again  Williams  moved  to  Los 
Angeles,  beginning  his  career  in  the  film 
studios  and  working  with  such  com- 
posers as  Bernard  Herrmann,  Alfred 
Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went 
on  to  write  music  for  many  television 
programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two 
Emmys  for  his  work. 

Williams  has  composed  the  music  and 
served  as  music  director  for  over  sixty 
films,  including  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips; 
Jaws,  Star  Wars,  Close  Encounters  of  the 
Third  Kind,  Superman,  The  Empire 
Strikes  Back,  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.T. 
(the  Eytra-Terrestrial),  Return  of  theJedi, 
Indiana  Jones  and  the  Temple  of  Doom, 


and,  most  recently,  The  River.  He  has 
received  21  Academy  Award  nomina- 
tions and  has  been  awarded  four  Oscars 
and  15  Grammies,  as  well  as  several  gold 
and  platinum  records.  His  most  recent 
Oscar  was  for  Best  Original  Score  for  a 
Motion  Picture,  for  E.T. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams 
has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies  and  a flute  concerto 
and  violin  concerto  recorded  by  the  Lon- 
don Symphony  Orchestra.  His  Jubilee 
350  Fanfare  heralded  the  350th  birthday 
of  the  City  of  Boston  in  September  1980. 
He  dedicated  his  Pops  on  the  March,  writ- 
ten for  the  1981  Pops  season,  to  the  late 
Arthur  Fiedler,  and  he  opened  the  1983 
season  with  the  Esplanade  Overture  writ- 
ten especially  for  the  Boston  Pops.  Mr. 
Williams  was  commissioned  to  compose 
the  official  fanfare  and  theme  for  the  1984 
Summer  Olympic  Games  in  Los  Angeles. 
For  the  Pops’  100th  Birthday,  he  wrote  a 
new  tuba  concerto  which  was  premiered 
this  May  by  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  tuba  player,  Chester  Schmitz. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has 
sold  over  four  million  copies,  more  than 
any  non-pop  album  in  recording  history. 
Many  of  Williams’s  film  scores  have  been 


recorded,  and  his  highly  acclaimed 
albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  include 
Pops  in  Space,  That  's  Entertainment  (Pops 
on  Broadway),  Pops  on  the  March,  Pops 
Around  the  World  (Digital  Overtures), 
Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  and 
Boston  Pops  on  Stage.  Their  collaboration 
with  soprano  Jessye  Norman,  entitled 
With  a Song  in  My  Heart,  was  released 
early  in  1985,  and  another  recording, 
America,  the  Dream  Goes  On,  a collection 
of  favorite  Americana,  will  be  released 
this  summer  under  a continuing 
exclusive  contract  with  Philips  Records. 

Since  his  appointment  as  Pops  Conduc- 
tor, Williams  has  led  the  Pops  in  New 
York,  Chicago,  Los  Angeles,  Detroit,  and 
many  other  American  cities.  In  addition, 


he  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with 
the  major  orchestras  of  London,  Houston, 
Philadelphia,  Toronto,  Montreal,  and  Los 
Angeles.  In  the  past  few  years,  Williams 
has  received  several  honorary  degrees 
from  American  colleges  and  universities, 
including  the  Boston  Conservatory  of 
Music,  Berklee  College  of  Music  in 
Boston,  Northeastern  University,  Tufts 
University,  and  the  University  of  South 
Carolina  at  Columbia. 

Mr.  Williams  is  currently  writing  a new 
theme  for  the  NBC  network  television 
news.  In  July  he  will  take  the  Pops  on  a 
fourteen-city  transcontinental  tour  spon- 
sored by  The  Signal  Companies,  Inc.,  in 
celebration  of  the  Boston  Pops’  100th 
Birthday.

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  the  founder, 
Artistic  Director,  and  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  as 
well  as  a member  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra’s  first-violin  section.  Mr. 
Dickson  was  named  Associate  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  January 
1980. 

A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
Mr.  Dickson  is  a graduate  of  Somerville 
High  School  and  the  New  England  Con- 
servatory of  Music.  He  studied  violin  for 
two  years  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max 
Rostal  as  a fellowship  student  at  Berlin’s 
Hochschule  fur  Musik  and  later  studied 
conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the 
Domain  School  in  Maine.  Mr.  Dickson 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  joining  the  Boston  Symphony 
under  Serge  Koussevitzky  in  1938.  Mr. 
Dickson  is  the  distinguished  recipient  of 
numerous  awards.  He  is  a Chevalier  in 
the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the 
French  government,  and  in  1971  the 
National  Conference  of  the  Humanities 
presented  him  a Certificate  of  Honor  re- 
cognizing his  distinguished  contributions 
to  the  humanities.  He  holds  honorary 
degrees  from  Boston’s  Berklee  College  of 


Music,  from  Curry  College,  from  North 
Adams  State  College,  and  from  South- 
eastern Massachusetts  University.  In 
September  1975,  the  city  of  Somerville 
dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center 
of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  new 
Winter  Hill  Community  School,  and  in 
1983  the  Boston  Public  Schools  honored 
him  by  dedicating  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson 
Orchestral  Suite  at  Madison  Park  High 
School.  In  addition  to  his  commitment  to 
the  Boston  Pops,  he  has  conducted  Pops 
concerts  with  the  Worcester  Symphony, 
the  Springfield  (Massachusetts)  Sym- 
phony, the  Montreal  Symphony,  the 
Vancouver  Symphony,  the  National  Sym- 
phony in  Washington,  and  the  Orchestra 
London,  Ontario. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about 
music  and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has 
incorporated  many  of  them  into  his  book, 
Gentlemen , More  Dolce  Please!,  an  enter- 
taining view  of  music  behind  the  scenes. 
His  latest  book,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  The 
Boston  Pops,  was  published  in  April  1981. 
In  addition,  he  has  furthered  the  part- 
time  conducting  career  of  his  close  friend 
Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  has  traveled 
to  many  countries  of  the  world  as 
musical  mentor.  Mr.  Dickson’s  associa- 
tion with  the  Boston  Pops  dates  from 
1938;  he  became  assistant  conductor  of 
that  orchestra  in  1958.  In  1975  he  con- 
ducted the  Pops  at  the  first  inaugural  cer- 
emony of  his  son-in-law,  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis.  The  1984-85  season 
marks  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts  as  a 
permanent  annual  series.  For  his  work  as 
the  artistic  director  and  conductor  of 
those  concerts,  Mr.  Dickson  has  been 
described  as  ‘that  rare  soul,  an  adult  who 
remembers  what  it  was  like  to  be  young, 
who  loves  young  people  and  under- 
stands them,  and  who  wishes  to  share 
with  them  that  magic  kingdom  of  the 
mind  where  music  is  the  key.’’

Her 
former  teachers  include  Bo  Youp  Hwang 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  Isaac 
Hurwitz,  Genevieve  Osborn,  and  David 
Tasgal.  She  has  been  one  of  the  Young 
Performers  at  the  Longy  School  and 
recently  won  the  Young  Performers  Con- 
certo Competition. 

Helen’s  interests  extend  to  many  other 
fields.  One  of  her  drawings  was  chosen 
for  the  1984  calendar  issued  by  the  Visual 
Arts  Department  of  the  Lexington  Public 
Schools.  She  has  won  the  Presidential 
Physical  Fitness  Award  and  acted  in  a 
school  production  of  Oliver.  She  enjoys 
studying  French  and  her  native  language, 
Korean.  During  the  holiday  season,  Helen 
and  her  younger  sister,  Ann,  often  play 
violin  duets  for  the  patients  at  several 
local  nursing  homes.

Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as 
music  director  for  over  sixty  films,  including  Good- 
bye, Mr.  Chips;  Jaws.  Star  Wars.  Close  Encounters 
of  the  Third  Kind,  Superman.  The  Empire  Strikes 
Back,  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.  T.  (the  Extra- 
Terrestrial),  Return  of  the  Jedi.  Indiana  Jones  and 
the  Temple  of  Doom,  and,  most  recently,  The  River. 
He  has  received  21  Academy  Award  nominations 
and  has  been  awarded  four  Oscars  and  15  Gram- 
mies,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records. 
His  most  recent  Oscar  was  for  Best  Original  Score 
for  a Motion  Picture,  for  E.  T. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams  has  writ- 
ten many  concert  pieces,  including  two  symphonies 
and  a flute  concerto  and  violin  concerto  recorded 
by  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra.  His  Jubilee 
350  Fanfare  heralded  the  350th  birthday  of  the  Ci- 
ty of  Boston  in  September  1980.  He  dedicated  his 
Pops  on  the  March,  written  for  the  1981  Pops 
season,  to  the  late  Arthur  Fiedler,  and  he  opened 
the  1983  season  with  the  Esplanade  Overture  writ- 
ten especially  for  the  Boston  Pops.  Mr.  Williams  was 
commissioned  to  compose  the  official  fanfare  and 
theme  for  the  1 984  Summer  Olympic  Games  in  Los 
Angeles.  For  the  Pops'  100th  Birthday,  he  wrote  a 
new  tuba  concerto  which  was  premiered  this  May 
by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  tuba  player. 
Chester  Schmitz. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  over 
four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non-pop  album 
in  recording  history.  Many  of  his  film  scores  have 
been  recorded,  and  his  highly  acclaimed  albums 
with  the  Boston  Pops  include  Pops  in  Space.  That's 
Entertainment  (Pops  on  Broadway),  Pops  on  the 
March,  Pops  Around  the  world  (Digital  Overtures), 
Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  and  Boston 
Pops  on  Stage.  Their  collaboration  with  soprano 
Jessye  Norman,  entitled  With  a Song  in  My  Heart, 
was  released  early  in  1985,  and  another  recording, 
America  the  Dream  Goes  On,  a collection  of 
favorite  Americana,  will  be  released  this  summer 
under  a continuing  exclusive  contract  with  Philips 
Records. 

Since  his  appointment  as  Pops  Conductor. 
Williams  has  led  the  Pops  in  New  York,  Chicago, 
Los  Angeles,  Detroit,  and  many  other  American 
cities.  In  addition,  he  has  appeared  as  guest  con- 
ductor with  the  major  orchestras  of  London, 
Houston,  Philadelphia,  Toronto,  Montreal,  and  Los 
Angeles.  In  the  past  few  years.  Williams  has  receiv- 
ed several  honorary  degrees  from  American  col- 
leges and  universities,  including  Boston 
Conservatory  of  Music,  Berklee  College  of  Music 
in  Boston,  Northeastern  University,  Tufts  Universi- 
ty, and  the  University  of  South  Carolina  at 
Columbia. 

Mr.  Williams  is  currently  writing  a new  theme  for 
the  NBC  network  television  news.

MEDICAL  SERVICES 

There  is  a Boston  Health 
and  Hospitals  Emergency 
Medical  Services  first  aid  sta- 
tion set  up  behind  the  main  ice 
cream  stand  at  the  rear  of  the 
concert  oval,  adjacent  to  Stor- 
row  Drive.  There  are  three 
Emergency  Medical  Services 
ambulances  standing  by  on 
nearby  Boston  streets  to  pro- 
vide emergency  transportation. 
In  addition,  there  are  a number 
of  MetroPolice  boats  patrol- 
ling the  shoreline  which  have 
radio  communications.  These 
boats  can  be  dispatched  to 
the  shoreline  nearest  any 
emergency  or  can  render  assis- 
tance to  people  on  pleasure 
craft  in  the  Shell  area.  Coordin- 
ation of  all  medical  services 
is  provided  by  Boston  Health 
and  Hospitals  Emergency 
Medical  Service  dispatchers 
located  on  the  Special  Events 
Group  Operations  Center  roof- 
top. 

SOUND 

Special  Events  Group  has 
rented  six  large  sound  towers 
covering  the  Esplanade  area 
and  is  using  the  services  of 
Capron  Lighting  and  Sound  to 
provide  high  fidelity  sound 
from  the  area  behind  the  Hatch 
Shell  all  the  way  past  Exeter 
Street.  These  are  in  addition  to 
the  permanent  sound  system 
which  covers  the  entire  oval 
area.

If  you  are  looking 
for  a lost  child,  or  if  you  find 
one,  contact  the  nearest 
policeman.  Children  and 
parents  can  often  be  united 
quickly  via  2-way  radio. 

Children  whose  parents 
cannot  be  located  in  this  man- 
ner will  be  brought  to  the  cen- 
tral facility  where  a Special 
Events  Group  staff  person  is 
available. 

Lost  children  an- 
nouncements will  also  be 
broadcast  over  the  public  ad- 
dress system. 


TRASH 

Special  Events  Group  has 
arranged  for  tens  of  thousands 
of  plastic  bags  to  be  distributed 
throughout  the  Esplanade  area 
this  year.  If  you  can't  find  one, 
additional  bags  are  available  at 
sound  towers  and  program 
carts  and  where  there  is  a "T” 
on  the  above  map. 

Put  trash  in  bags,  tie  the 
top  in  a knot  and  leave  the  bag 
on  the  ground.  Please  share 
your  trash  bag  with  your 
neighbors  if  necessary.
